2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "first capacitor (CI) in series with 
a first resistor (Rl)" of claim 7 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s); Rl 
and CI do not appear to be in series. No new matter should be entered.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 3,5, on lines 2,5, "the short circuiting circuit" lacks antecedent basis. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless « 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

6. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hopkins et al. 
(US 5,847,909). 

Hopkins et al. disclose in figures 1-3,3 A a ground fault circuit interrupter comprising a 
power supply 26 and a transformer 14 having a primary winding 36 and a high voltage secondary 
winding 42,44; a shutdown control circuit 54; a circuit 64 connected to the high voltage 
secondary winding for detecting leakage current from the transformer to ground; and a circuit 60 
for applying a derived DC voltage to the control input of the shutdown control circuit.
